The American Pig Iron, 


A recent issue of the London 
Iron and Coal Trades’ Review, 
commenting on the American pro- 
duction of 7,604,500 tons of pig 
iron in 1889 observes: 

A dozen years ago the produc- 
tion was only about 2,500,000 tons,

At this marvelous rate of pro- 
gress, and fostered as the industry 
is by a rigid system of protection, 


it would be strange if America 


were not in a position soon to 


supply all her own wants in the | 


matter of pig iron. Indeed, she 
will be able to do very much more, 
and it cannot be doubted that at 
no distant date we shall have to 
compete with American iron in 
markets which we are pow apt to 
regard as almost exclusively our 
own. It must be borne in mind 
that the Americans are not only 
greatly improving, but reducing 
the cost of their processes of man- 
ufacture, and that, although wages 
are sti!l considerably lower here 


' than in the United States, this ad- 


vantage, for the reason mentioned, 
is net so great as it may seem. 
We are, therefore, forced to con- 
clude that, just as in the case of 
crude iron, steel and certain de- 
scriptious of manufactured iron, 
the United States will shortly be 
completely independent of us in 
other respects.”

THE Chronicle-Union, published 
at Bridgeport, Mono county, Cal., 
objects to annexing that part of 
California lying east of the Sierras 
to NevVada without giving any 
good reason or using any other 
argument than this: “Through 
joining Nevada we would enjoy 
the blessing of an increased taxa- 
tion.

ADVANTAGES OF CHINESE. 


A Language That Can Be Written as Fast 
as Our Shorthand. 

* The Chinese language as the natives 
use it has great Iorce, fluency and direc- 
tion. Itis practical as tne nation is 
practical, and those who use it are too 

adependent te abandon the speech anc 
writing handed down to them through 
so long a line of ancestors. It will be 
made the medium of instruction in 
science and is very suitable for becom- 
ing so. They have contractions for all. 
their characters which foreign students 
do not trouble themselves to learn, but 
the use of which, in fact, qualifies the 
Chinese to become shorthand reporters 
of speeches in their own language. 

They do practice speech-making, 
but if they did and if the native news- 
papers formed a staff of shorthand re- 
porters they would not need to learn 
any foreign system. They can report 
quite fast enough themselves with a 
little practice, and they write the con- 
tractions with wonderful quickness. 
Their hand muscles are pliable, their 
fingers small, and the writing brush 
they employ is an instrument superior 
in speed to the steel pen or quill. The 
scribes at an imperial audience probably 
write all or nearly all that is said. 

Scribes who are paid by the piece get 
through a large amount of copying ina 
very shorttime. Yet let no one expect 
a teacher who is paid by the month to 
write fast. He has every reason to be 
slow. But copyists, paid so much fora 
thousand characters, try naturally to 
transcribe as many thousand in a week 
as theycan. The rapid work of such 
copyists, especially if they are allowed 
to use contractions, favors the conclu- 
sion that by using Chinese characters 
specialists could easily write all thata 
good speaker says. As to whether they 
could compete with the quickest Eu- 
ropean stenographers may perhaps soon 
be brought to trial in Japan, where 
many thousands are now learning to 
write in the Roman character. The 
new school will soon proceed to add 
shorthand to Romanization, and then it 
will soon be decided which is the better 
adapted for swift and accurate report- 
ing.—North China Herald.

* Onympra, Wash., March 1, 1890. 

Eprror Gazetre: The other day, 
while sailing on one of the swift 
steamers of Puget Sound, your corre- 
spondent by accident found an old 
friend whom he had not seen for many 
vears, being a copy of the Reno Ga- 
zeTtre, the perusal of which revived 
old memories of that dear old riverside 
town which we can not forget. 

Although far away, I thonght I 
would give you some of my experience 
in the Northwest, and will begin at 
Victoria, B. C , a beautiful city, and 
the Capital of the Colonies. Here to- 
day, December 15, 1889, the grass +s 
just as green as itis in May—quite a 
contrast to the scorched and barren 
plains of California at this time of the 
season.

PORT TOWNSEND 


On the American shore, 35 miles from 
Victoria.

Land Office and 
Custom House are located here. You 
can at once perceive the difference be- 
tween an American and an English 
towh—“TLhe first is full of life and bus- 
tle, the latter, lethargic and sleepy. 
Port Townsend has some 5,000 inhab- 
itants; bas street cars, an electric: mo- 
tor line, and looks like a busy town 
with a good country to back it, rich in 
coal, timber and iron. It is the point 
of departure of all the Alaska steam- 
ers, the fur vessels and fishing craft of 
the Behring Sea. But the whistle of 
our boat sounds, and we resume our 
journey. We are now on Puget Sound, 
a beautiful sheet of water, a succession 
of bays and channels from two toa ten 
miles wide; the night is still, ‘the 
moon is casting her silvery rays on the 
mirror-like waters ; on we go to Seattle.

On the 
smoldering heap of ruins of a year ago 
the pluck and perseverance of its peo- 
ple have built a flourishing city of 40,- 
000 inhabitants, and while the rubbish 
and the signs of last year’s desolation 
are not entirely remioved, while. we 
have to travel on some rough and rug- 
ged streets, yet between piles of gran- 
ite, piles of timber, piles of brick and 
iron and piles of dirt, the work of re- 
moving the rubbish is going bravely 
on, rain or shine. There need be no 
idie men; there is work for al), if they 
want to work. -To illustrate this, I 
will only mention the $5,000 check 
sent to poor San Francisco the other 
day in support of its unemployed work- 
men. Poor San Francisco. Seattle is 
well supplied with steam and cable 
lines, alfo electric motor cars. The 
limits of the city are undefined; there 
seems to be-no limit. The city coun- 
cil found out the other day that there 
were eight streets of the same name, 
and the postal delivery carriers were 
worried to death. The city is orderly. 
Saloons pay $500 annual license in 
advance, and no salcon men except 
those who bear a good character and | 
can tell good whisky from bad get a 
license. A good many people live in 
tents yet. All kinds of business is 
carried on in them, even church ser- 
vices; but temples of worship are be- 
ing erected, so are school houses and 
accommodations for the fraternal so- 
cieties. 

The resources of Seattle are timber, 
coal and iron in unlimited quantities. 
Here are ships f all parts of the 
world loading lumber and raw materi- 
als. Agriculture is not much devel- 
oped yet; it takes too much money to 
clear the land of the dense wth of 
timber.

Henry Southgate was one of the men

‘‘Now and then a fellow will strike 
himself in the throat, or evén cut him- 
self within the throat or under the 
tongue. Then he will spit blood in the 
presence of the physician, walk feebly, 
talk ina whisper. Sometimes they eat 
dirt, which stops digestion, and this is 
followed by a falling off in flesh. 

‘‘A short time ago a request was-made 
for the pardon of a notorious criminal in 
the southern prison, on the ground that 
he was dying. He was, upon that 
showing, placed in the hospital, from 
which he escaped, but was captured 
four days later.—Indianapolis Journal.
